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A DISABILITY group is closing its base in 
Newmarket due to what they call a “drastic” 
drop in funding. 

Leading Lives, an organisation providing 
social care support for people with learning 
difficulties, physical needs and autism, has 
announced plans to close its community hub 
in Vicarage Road, Newmarket. 

Leading Lives said that if they were to con¬ 
tinue in the same way as they have been, run¬ 
ning a five-day service for users between 9am 
and 4pm, they would make an annual loss of 
£28,000. 

Other Leading Lives services, including 
hubs in Mildenhall, Haverhill and elsewhere 
in Suffolk will stay open. 

A statement from Leading Lives said: “It is 
with regret that Leading Lives is withdraw¬ 
ing from the provision of daytime support at 
Newmarket Community Hub. 

“We understand that this will have caused 
distress for families and our priority is to now 
manage the closure as sensitively as possible, 
working with the families affected. 

“We are consulting with Suffolk County 
Council around an extended notice period 
and we will be working very closely with fam¬ 
ilies to support them through this transition.” 

The organisation was run by Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council until July 2012 when it was trans¬ 
ferred to a team as part of an “employee 
owned co-op” 


They said that due to a change in the Inde¬ 
pendent Living Fund (ILF), which is used to 
help disabled people live independent lives, 
they were receiving far less funding than in 
previous years. 

In 2015, the ILF funding was transferred 
from being issued by the central government 
to being dealt with by local authorities. 


The statement added: “[The closure] is 
partly due to a reduction in the number of 
people using the service... More significantly, 
it is due to a change in payment arrange¬ 
ments affecting two thirds of the remaining 
regular service users. 

“This relates to people receiving ILF fund¬ 
ing and using this to support their daily activ¬ 
ity. Changes to the ILF has effectively resulted 
in the funding to Leading Lives for these cus¬ 
tomers being drastically reduced.” 

Robin Millar, district and county councillor 


for Newmarket, said the council was working 
to help the organisation. 

He said: “The well-being of people in and 
around Newmarket is really important. 

“Leading Lives makes their own decisions 
about their services and the service levels. 
However, the county council are working 
with them to support them through manage¬ 
ment changes.” 

Suffolk County Council made no other 
comment by the time Newmarket News went 
to press. 

It is believed about ten staff are employed 
at Leading Lives in Newmarket. They work on 
a locality structure meaning they are able to 
move to work elsewhere in the organisation. 

Newmarket mayor, Cllr John Berry, said the 
town council would be willing to help with 
the situation if they could. 

He said: “This is very unfortunate. They 
have been doing a very good job with vulner¬ 
able members of society in Newmarket. 

“I don’t think the town council has been 
approached but if there is anything the town 
council can do we will be keen to do it.”

Man jailed for 
knife threats 


A WOMAN fled her own 
home and hid in some bush¬ 
es after she feared her on-off 
partner would cut her fin¬ 
gers off with a steak knife, a 
court was told. 

Marcus Jacynka, 53, of 
Croft Road, Isleham, plead¬ 
ed guilty to putting a person 
in fear of violence at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court, and 
was sentenced to two years 
in prison on Thursday. 

Michael Procter, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the charge followed 
incidents between Jacynka 
and his partner between July 
1 and October 17 last year. 

He said: “The victim lived 
near to the defendant; a re¬ 
lationship started between 
them and he turned abusive 
and controlling. 

“In the summer of 2015, 
the woman was standing in 
her washroom when Jacyn¬ 
ka held a screwdriver to her 
throat. 

“There had been an argu- 
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ment between the pair and 
the woman feared Jacynka 
was going to attack her. He 
was asking if she had been 
with other men. She was so 
scared she took refuge with 
her daughter.” 

The couple got back to¬ 
gether however and, at 
10.30pm on August 20, they 
were in bed and the woman 
was looking at her phone. 

Jacynka became paranoid 
and made threats, using 
a steak knife, to get her to 
hand over her phone. 

Mr Procter said: “The 
woman said he was looking 
at her fingers as if he was 
contemplating cutting them 
off. She returned home but 
the defendant then sent 
texts asking her to meet him. 

“She told him she would 
but then hid in some bushes 
before she was collected by 


family. She was in a state and 
police were called.” 

Jacynka was arrested and 
interviewed but denied vio¬ 
lent behaviour. He was re¬ 
leased on bail and ordered 
not to contact the woman, 
which he ignored. 

At midnight on September 
27 the pair were watching 
a film but he again became 
aggressive and, for four and 
a half hours, physically pre¬ 
vented the woman from 
leaving and held a knife to 
her, the court was told. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, 
said Jacynka formed a rela¬ 
tionship with a lonely per¬ 
son in the neighbourhood 
but could not handle it when 
that relationship ended. 

The recorder, Guy Ayers, 
sentenced Jacynka to two 
years in prison and a three- 
year restraining order was 
also made. Jacynka was or¬ 
dered to pay £1,500 court 
costs.

Man hurt

A MAN in his twenties 
was taken to hospital af¬ 
ter suffering burns while 
attempting to light a bon¬ 
fire in Kennett.

The East of England 
Ambulance Service 
worked alongside SARS 
doctors to apply dress¬ 
ings to the patient and 
administer specialist pain 
relieving drugs. 

On arrival at hospital 
the patient was in a seri¬ 
ous but stable condition.

A SERVICEMAN from RAF 
Mildenhall has been recog¬ 
nised for his bravery in a po¬ 
tentially fatal fireball crash. 

Staff Sergeant Vicente 
Gomez, 100th aircraft main¬ 
tenance squadron crew chief, 
was travelling to the base to 
work when he came across 
a three-car crash that had 
ocurred just moments before. 

Sgt Gomez slammed on his 
brakes and got out of the car, 
as smoke billowed from the 
crashed cars’ bonnets. 

He said: “My body was 
overcome with adrenaline. 
Once I reached the wreck and 
saw that the driver was stuck 
in the car, I went into panic 
mode.” 

A man inside one vehicle 
was conscious and in shock, 
trying to escape - but his legs 
were stuck beneath the dash¬ 
board. 

“His car was on fire and it 
was spreading quickly,” Sgt 
Gomez said. “I grabbed him 
from his waist and pulled with 
everything I had, but his legs 
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were beneath the dashboard. 
Every time I pulled, I felt like 
I was breaking bones and it 
seemed almost impossible to 
get him out.” 

Cars had pulled over along 
the side of the road so Sgt 
Gomez called for help but no¬ 
body came. The Sgt decided 
to try once more, with flames 
engulfing the front of the car. 

Sgt Gomez said: “The heat 
was so intense, but I still had 
time to try to get him out 
and I wasn’t going to give up 
on him. The driver was con¬ 
scious enough so that togeth¬ 
er, he and I were able to get 
his legs unpinned. Once free, 
I was able to pull him out of 
the car and through his door 
window.” 

At this point, Sgt Gomez saw 
another car in flames, with the 
female driver trapped inside. 

He got into her car through 
the passenger door and 


grabbed her waist, but her 
legs were pinned. She had 
suffered broken bones in the 
crash and was in excruciating 
pain. Flames were taking over 
the car and Sgt Gomez’s boots 
were caked in soot. 

“It honestly crossed my 
mind that I was going to 
watch this woman burn alive 
in her car if I didn’t get help,” 
he said. 

A man then emerged from a 
ditch and although Sgt Gomez 
didn’t realise it at the time, he 
had also been involved in the 
crash. 

They worked together to get 
the woman out of the vehicle 
and to a safe distance while 
they waited for paramedics, 
fire fighters and police to ar¬ 
rive. 

Almost two years on from 
the crash on May 12, 2014, Sgt 
Gomez has been awarded for 
his “act of fearlessness” from 
the US Air Force. 

He received the Airman’s 
Medal for his act at a ceremo¬ 
ny on Friday.

Solar farm switched 
on for the first time 


A SOLAR farm which was funded by 
the community and is expected to 
provide electricity for 50 homes has 
been switched on for the first time. 

The community solar farm, in 
Reach, will provide power for about 
half the village with about 1,000 solar 
panels. 

A group of volunteers went to the 
site in the last week to plant a new 
hedge to screen the site from the 
road - a finishing touch after months 
of construction. 

Graham Lingley, a local resident 
who is a shareholder in the scheme, 
said: “It may be on a relatively small 
scale, but we’re really proud that we 
are doing something in this village to 
generate our own electricity. 

“In a few years time when the 
hedge has grown, passersby won’t

even be aware of the solar panels 
here, but they are expected to be op¬ 
erational for at least the next 20 or 
30 years, quietly putting clean green 
electricity back into the national 
grid and reducing our dependence 
on fossil fuel and nuclear power sta¬ 
tions.” 

More than 100 people are share¬ 
holders in the solar farm, which is 
headed up by a Community Benefit 
Society. 

The society means members will 
get a small payment from the sales 
of electricity. 

Payment is based on the value of 
their shareholding, with some mon¬ 


ey also given to the community to be 
spent on environmental projects. 

Residents were aiming to set up 
the solar farm while a project was 
in place from the government to 
remove tax relief and slashing pay¬ 
ments for electricity generated from 
it. 

Graham, who is a director in the 
Community Benefit Society, added: 
“We got in just in time. 

“Unfortunately a project like this 
wouldn’t be economic under the 
new rules, which is a real shame 
when community energy projects 
were just beginning to take off in the 
UK. 

“It’s been a lot of work setting up 
the solar farm, but we’re delighted 
we’ve got there and that we are now 
powering the village from the sun.”

Residents escape injury after fire in town flats 


TWO people escaped without in¬ 
juries from a flat fire in Newmarket 
early on Friday morning. 

The fire service were called to Bill

Six firefighters wearing breathing 
apparatus attended. One man was 
rescued from the ground floor flat. 


An ambulance and an ambulance 
officer attended and treated the man 
with another person at the scene. 

Both of them were uninjured and 
discharged, the ambulance service 
said. 

Every resident was accounted for 
at 2.02am and residents were al¬ 
lowed to return to their homes. 

Firefighters left the scene at 
2.15am.

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A PUPPY found himself in a 
sticky situation after snack¬ 
ing on a tube of expand¬ 
ing glue which led to a ball 
growing to 15cm wide in his 
stomach. 

Marley, a seven-month- 
old cocker spaniel, devoured 
the glue and was rushed to 
the vets, Highcliff Veterinary 
Practice in Hitchin, by his 
worried owners Simon and 
Beverley King. 

When he started vomiting 
and not wanting to eat, X- 
rays were taken. 

A large obstruction could 
be seen in his stomach so vet 
Gemma Ninnmey sent Mar- 
ley to Dick White Referrals in 
Six Mile Bottom, near New¬ 
market. 

Jan Wade from Dick White 
Referrals said: “At first, his 
owners thought he had just 
got it all over his paws and 
he seemed to be ok. 

“The vet had decided to 
refer him to us because he 
didn’t know what was hap¬ 
pening. 

“It had expanded but it was

not attached to his stomach 
so they knew it wasn’t a tu¬ 
mour. 

“Sometimes Marley would 
be able to eat and it would 
pass through and other 
times he would not be able 
to eat at all. 

“It was just bouncing 
around in his stomach.” 

A thorough examination 
and an ultrasound showed 
a large “foreign body” in his 
stomach. 

Surgical specialist Pieter 
Nellisen conducted an hour- 
long operation to remove the 
glue - which had expanded 
to a 15cm ball in Marley’s 
stomach. 


Jan said: “It came as quite a 
surprise to his owners when 
they saw the photographs 
of the ball of expanded glue, 
which measured about 15cm 
in diameter. 

“You could see when it was 
removed that it was the same 
shape as his stomach, it had 
completely expanded. It was 
incredible. 

“It’s not often we have to 
remove a large lump of ex¬ 
pandable glue from a pup¬ 
py’s stomach!” 

Thankfully, Marley’s op¬ 
eration was a success and he 
recovered well. 

The pooch was ready to 
return home within 24 hours 
and has seen no ill effects 
from his adventurous snack. 

Jan added: “We were a 
bit worried doing the sur¬ 
gery when he was only sev¬ 
en months old but he just 
bounched back, we couldn’t 
believe it.” 

Marley’s owner, Simon, 
said: “The care that Marley 
has received here is second 
to none. 

“The vets were brilliant 
and kept in touch with us 
throughout to let us know 
what was happening.” 


Arrest after man 'brandished knife' 


A MAN was said to be 
"brandishing a knife" at a 
High Street pub on Thursday 
morning. 

Suffolk Police were called 
to the incident and were 
forced to use a Taser and 
use PAVA spray on the man

The man has been bailed 
to return to the station on 
Tuesday, April 14, pending 
further enquiries.

CAMBRIDGE Free Public Library has 
collected material on Cambridgeshire 
for 160 years. From studies of 
Edwardian poverty to magazines 
produced by wounded troops 
during the Great War or the latest 
planning report on Northstowe it 
has amassed a unique resource of 
books and printed material relating 
to contemporary issues. Then there 
are maps from the 1500s, illustrations 
from the 1600s, newspapers from the 
1700s, cuttings files on 800 topics 
from the 1960s, tape recordings and 
much much more. 

This unique treasure house of 
Cambridgeshire material is securely 
housed in Lion Yard Library where it 
has been used and appreciated by 
thousands of people. 

We have acknowledged its help in 
hundreds of books and thousands of 
projects and added our own materials 
to its files. 

But now the last full-time member 
of staff is being axed. The excellent 
small team of part-timers will 
continue to retrieve and refile each 
postcard or pamphlet from the store. 
But it will be some time before they 


have the opportunity to appreciate 
the full extent of the resources to 
which they hold the key. So how can 
we find out what there is? 

Meanwhile at Shire Hall the Archives 
service is continuing its preparations 
to move its unique manuscript 
resources from the mouldy basement 
to a new Archive Centre behind the 
Tesco Petrol Station on the outskirts 
of Ely. 

Already much material is inaccessible 
and the already limited hours it can 
be made available to researchers will 
be further reduced. It will be many 
months before the service is fully 
functioning. 

At the same time the magnificent 
resources of the Norris Library and 
Museum at St Ives are in store whilst 
major refurbishment takes place 
there. 

Other museums and community 
websites throughout the county 
collect and display material relating 
to their own areas. But how do you 
track them down? 

How in this period of cuts can we 
'ordinary' Cambridgeshire men 
and women continue to pursue our 
interest in our family's past or home 
community? 

Fenland History on Friday is not a 
club or society. Virtually every week, 
October to May, for over a decade 
people have come together at Ely to 
share their interest in their locality.

Easter, with 
diabetes 

WITH Easter just around the corner 
we know that many people with 
diabetes and their friends and family 
might be unsure about striking the 
right balance when it comes to 
chocolate eggs and other sweet treats. 
When you have diabetes it's really 
important to eat a healthy, balanced 
diet and to only include sugary, high- 
fat foods occasionally. 

But Easter only comes once a year 
and people with diabetes shouldn't 
worry about the odd one or two 
indulgences, as these will not affect 
long-term blood glucose control. 
When it comes to children with 
diabetes it's important that they don't 
feel that their condition excludes 
them from enjoying a chocolate 
treat like their friends or siblings, but 
parents might want to keep an eye on 
portion size. They may also want to 
check blood glucose levels of children 
more frequently if increased amounts 
of chocolate are being eaten, to 
enable adjustment of insulin doses 
where necessary. 

We would also recommend that 
adults think about whether treasure 
hunts involving lots of chocolate eggs 
could involve alternative non-food 
treats as well, adding to the surprise. 
We do not recommend 'diabetic' 
Easter eggs. Diabetic chocolate is just 
as high in fat and calories as ordinary 
chocolate, it can still raise blood 
glucose levels and is often more 
expensive than regular chocolate. 

We would recommend remaining 
mindful and keeping an eye on how 
much regular chocolate and sweet 
treats people are eating.

146 jobs under 
threat at Dialight

A MANUFACTURING busi¬ 
ness in Newmarket is to 
close, putting 146 jobs at risk. 

Dialight, on Exning Road, 
has announced it wants to 
consolidate its manufactur¬ 
ing facilities and transfer 
production to a global manu¬ 
facturing partner.

magic 




F ROM puppies just hours 
old to racehorses, and 
even the occasional exotic 
visitor... the Animal Health 
Trust does it all. 

The AHT is a leading 
veterinary charity, treating 
animals from all over the 
country, with all of the money 
made from treating pets going 
straight into their pioneering 
research. 

Set back amongst the trees 
on the outskirts of Kentford, it 
takes in animals suffering from 
neurological, orthopaedic 
and dermatological issues and 
everything in between. 

Starting as a resource for 
the thoroughbred industry, the 
small animal centre, for sick 
or injured cats and dogs, has 
now taken over in popularity. 

Mark Vaudlin, CEO of the 
AHT, said: "All of our efforts 
are focused on improving 
the health and welfare of 
companion animals and we 
aim to do this by translating 
our scientific findings into real 
life animal benefits as rapidly 
as possible." 

Every day is different as 
four-legged patients come in 
via a referral from their vet. 

Rebecca Calver, AHT's 
communications officer, said: 
"Sometimes we do get a 
heads up about what's coming 
in, other times the animals 
will just arrive. 

"Often the animals are sent 


here because a vet is not sure 
about something and thinks 
it might require specialist 
treatment." 

The AHT's particular focus 
has been on their cancer 
research and care for dogs, 
cats and horses. 

Jody Blyth Tancock, who 
works in cancer care at the 
AHT, said: "More and more 
eople are aware that if they 
ear the word cancer, it's not 
the end. 

"Even if you can prolong a 
dog's life for a year, that's a 
long time. 

"We spoil them rotten here 
so they love coming in and 
they know they get lots of 
biscuits when it's over so they 
look forward to it." 

Jody has been specialising 
in oncology for 13 years and 
has seen how the section has 
grown since she began. 

Statistics show that one in 
four dogs and one in six cats 
are likely to be affected by 
some form of cancer. 

And while Jody says 
the welfare of the animals 
always has to come first, 
the treatments are such that 
she would put her own dog 
through it. 

The centre can also 
administer radiation to 
animals, including horses. The 
radiotherapy room is hidden 
within a maze to protect staff 
because radiation cannot 


travel around corners. 

An MRI scan and CT scan 
facility are also available to 
identify tumours and other 
injuries. 

Three golden retrievers 
were waiting for their turn in 
the hydrotherapy pool on our 
visit. 

A jet pool and small 
treadmill hydrotherapy pool 
take dogs so that they can 
strengthen their muscles or 
help with injury recovery. 

Each dog has a half-hour 
session in the pool to build up 
the muscles against the jets. 

Leaving the small animal 
centre, similar facilities are on 
offer on a much larger scale 
for horses. 

Horse care marked the start 
of the AHT - and it's still an 
integral part of the work the 
charity does. 

The cancer centre is 
large enough for a horse 
to be hoisted in to receive 
treatment. 

An MRI scanner can also 
be brought in to the stables - 
which has also been used for 
exotic animals over the years. 

Rebecca said: "We have 
had a tiger and a penguin 
here for scans before as well 
as a pig and a duck. 

"They made sure the zoo 
vet was close by when the 
tiger came in though!" 

Lameness and poor 
performance in horses is often

diagnosed at the AHT, with 
nerve blocking a common 
tool. 

Vets start at the bottom 
of the horse's leg and work 
their way up, and if the pain 
goes away when a nerve is 
blocked, they can tell where 
the problem is. 

Unlike the small animal 
centre where two operating 
theatres see a number of 
surgeries daily, horses are 
usually sent elsewhere for any 
operations. 

Rebecca said: "We can give 
horses standing ultrasounds 
for their legs, back or pelvis. 
This means we can see if 
there is damage to tendons or 
ligaments. We can send them 
to x-ray or for MRIs to check 
for bone damage. 

"But surgery is usually sent 
elsewhere as we are more 
about rehabilitation, diagnosis 
and cancer treatment in 
horses." 

Owners of animals brought 
into the centre are a lot more 
aware of treatments on offer 
now because of television 
programmes like Supervet - 
but anything seen should be 
taken with caution, Rebecca 
said. 

"Supervets' advancements 
give people more hope 


but people still need to be 
realistic. 

"Owners will see something 
on TV and will come in and 
ask for it but it's not always 
appropriate. 

"People are expecting 
more and more from vets but 
we have to make sure the 
animal's best interests are at 
heart." 

Away from the clinics lies a 
number of laboratories seeking 
the latest advancement in 
medicine - but that is not 
always limited to animals. 

Rebecca said: "The 
advancement in medicine and 
treatment now is huge. It is 
coming on leaps and bounds 
all the time. We are taking 
hints and tips from human 
medicine and they take things 
from us. 

"There is a lot of research 
and in either area that can be 
taken and used for either side. 

"The good thing for us is 
that the option to try new 
things is easier in animals." 

They dedicate time to 
equine research, particularly 
the herpes virus and equine 
flu. 

"We get samples from all 
over the country from vets to 
work out what horses have 
got," Rebecca said. 


"That can be a very quick 
turn around because we have 
to make people aware if it is 
contagious." 

There is also a canine 
genetics centre to look at 
inherited diseases, which 
could be in eyes or with skin 
conditions. 

The AHT recently started a 
Give a Dog a Genome project 
- an initiative to take the 
DNA from dogs and work out 
which genome causes certain 
diseases within the breed. 

The first wave of the project 
had enormous success, filling 
their 50 dog capacity very 
quickly. 

Despite all it already has to 
offer, the AHT is continuing to 
expand into 2017 as it looks to 
celebrate its 75th anniversary. 

They want to extend the 
small animal centre, creating a 
separate dog and cat entrance 
and a number of new kennels 
on the ward, to the tune of £2 
million. 

To fund it, they are selling 
Landwades Hall in their 
grounds and are also looking 
for people to raise money on 
their behalf.

‘Extravagant’ conman 
defrauded firms of £87k 


A CONMAN who lived an “ex¬ 
travagant lifestyle” on the tens 
of thousands of pounds he de¬ 
frauded from businesses in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Suffolk - includ¬ 
ing several in Newmarket - has 
been jailed. 

Andrew Chatters, 39, formerly 
of Main Street, Witchford, conned 
victims by various means includ¬ 
ing fraudulently obtaining and 
using a credit card, persuading 
victims to invest large sums of 
money and signing credit agree¬ 
ments. 

In total he took £87,948.54 from 
his victims - of which more than 
£20,000 was from just one. 

Chatters was found guilty of 13 
charges of fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation and one charge of theft 
and was sentenced to two years 
in prison at Huntingdon Crown 
Court last Friday. 

The sentence will be added to 
a three-year sentence which he is 
currently serving for cheating the 
public revenue contrary to com¬ 
mon law for £69,076. 

Det Con Paul Atkinson, who 
investigated, said: “Andrew Chat¬ 
ters believed he had a right to

sign finance agreements, trade 
accounts and cheques in other 
people’s names, claiming that the 
person had given him authority to 
do so. 

“He had no boundaries to who 
he would commit fraud against 
and enjoyed an extravagant life¬ 
style on other people’s money. 

“He would befriend many of his 
victims with his money-making 
schemes which included building 
a stable in Newmarket.” 

Among the businesses which 
Chatters defrauded were Tatter- 
sails in Newmarket, Horse Req¬ 
uisites in Newmarket, Alan’s Ark 
in Soham, The Cadogen Hotel in 
Newmarket, Jewsons in Ely, Travis 
Perkins in Ely, Newmarket Plant 
Hire, Global Self-drive in Peter¬ 
borough and V12 Finance. 

Det Con Atkinson said: “I would 
like to thank all involved in these 
cases for their persistence and 
patience in getting this complex 
fraud investigation to court.”

Tell me about Victor; he seems 
worlds away from Alfie Moon! 

If people are coming to see Kat and 
Alfie don't bother, because you're 
in for a shock! Kat and Alfie do 
genuinley love each other, but Victor 
and Joan are the complete polar 
opposite and that's why it's been 
such a joy to play them. During the 
rehearsal period we really enjoyed 
finding the fear in these two people, 
why they loathed each other; why 
they detest everything about each 
other's lives, but at the same time 
you can see they still have a bit of 
chemistry, a sparkle. 

It's the first time you and Jessie 
have appeared on stage together; 
how has that been? 

It's been great! The producers are 
very clever because it saves them 
the rehearsal period as we already 
know each other so well: we socialise 
together, our partners are friends too, 
and we really are very close. Normally 
when you go and do a play, you 
spend a week trying to get to know 
whoever you are working with, but 


we just hit the ground running. 

How do you find performing on 
stage compared to your stage and 
TV work; is there a bigger buzz? 

It's that fear of maybe getting it 
wrong which I really enjoy. We were 
doing a show the other day and I 
just started laughing, and thenjessie 
just went with me, because it was so 
macabre! When you do TV or film, 
you have so many chances to get it 
right, whereas as soon as you hear 
the opening 'act one beginners' call, 
and you hear the audience coming 
into the theatre, it really is something 
else. Me and Jessie had been in 
Eastenders so long, and I think you 
miss the butterflies you get when 
you're on stage, questioning your own 
ability. It's scary, but you work off the 
audience and that's really enjoyable. 

Do you remember the moment 
when you first realised you wanted 
to perform? 

From the age of 7 I knew I wanted 
to perform. I didn't know what kind 
of performer I wanted to be - and I 
still don't, hence the reason why I still 
do as much as possible! Sometimes 


being an entertainer is frowned upon, 
seen as a bit cheesy, but if you're 
an actor, juggler, singer, dancer, 
comic, poet, whatever, you're first 
and foremost an entertainer. At the 
moment I'm being an actor, and then 
when I do another series of Win your 
Wishlist, I become a gameshow host. 
It's one big melting pot! 

Over the years Kat and Alfie have 
grown to be one of Eastenders' 
most-loved couples; what do you 
think is the secret to their enduring 
appeal? 

I think it was all about timing. Kat 
and Alfie got together at a time when 
the show was attracting 16 million 
viewers, and TV didn't have such a 
voracious appetite that it has now. 
Back then you could let stories build; 
it took over a year for Kat and Alfie 
to get together, and the writers and 
producers nurtured and played on 
that. It was a real slow burner, and 
the audience came on the journey 
with us. Over the years they've had 
their trials and tribulations, but they 
are still together, and I think there is 
a lot to be said for that, particularly in 
Eastenders!

G LASS'S has named its Top 10 
affordable future classics - cars 
that are currently available 
at comparatively low prices but are 
likely to become collectable in the 
years to come. 

The editors of the motor trade 
bible cite the Audi TT and Golf GTi 
alongside more oddball tips including 
the Renault Avantime and Lada Niva. 

Rupert Pontin, Glass's head of 
valuations, explained: "At Glass's, 
normally everything we do is driven 
by data but in this instance, we have 
simply sat down with our car editors 
and thrashed out a list based on gut 
feel. 

"These are cars that we like, that 
we believe other people like, and 
that are today priced at levels that 
we consider will increase over the 
next few years. Some are currently 
as a cheap as a couple of thousand 
pounds. 

"Not that we believe you will 
make a fortune from any of them 
but if you buy one, look after it 
and keep it for a few years, you are 
unlikely to make a loss and may 
even see a little appreciation in 


value. Crucially, it will probably be 
a lot of fun to own. 

"At the end of the day, our editors 
are car enthusiasts as well as data 
guys, and these are the models 
that they believe will capture the 
imagination of future generations." 

1. Original Audi S4 

Currently affordable and attracting 
a lot of interest for the older used 
models at auction as a cost effective 
performance saloon. 

BMW M cars fall into a similar 
category. 


2. Earlier Subaru Impreza 

Has a cult following in STi and WRX 
forms, especially among the younger 
generation, plus has a genuine 
rallying heritage. Mitsubishi Evo is a 
similar proposition and rarer. 

3. Saab 900 Turbo 

The Saab marque is unlikely to 
ever return to the UK and there 
is growing interest in the older 
models. Well-built and delightfully 
idiosyncratic, these are increasingly 
rare in both saloon and convertible 
form. 



4. Jaguar XK8 

An appealing and good looking 
car that is synonymous with Jaguar 
performance and in a price bracket 
that is currently affordable as 
opposed to the costly F Type. The 
XKR especially looks good value. 

5. Fiat Barchetta 

Low volume, classic Italian roadster 
and not many available. It is a perfect 
third car for the summer. Almost all 
in left hand drive although a few right 
hand conversions are available. 

6. Lada Niva 

The market for classic 4x4s is growing 
and, if you can find one, this Soviet 
off-roadster makes an appealingly 
left-field choice and is likely to be 
well priced. Has definite no-nonsense 
charm. 


7. Later Golf GTis 

Mark one and two Golf GTis have 
long been collector's cars but there 
is growing interest in the fourth, fifth 
and sixth generation. Prices remain 
competitive and the cars have a 
timeless appeal. 

8. Maserati 3200 

Probably the most expensive car on 
the list but if you want a low price 
entry to Italian exotica, this is it. 
Classic Maserati looks and, if well 
maintained, pretty reliable. Running 
costs likely to be quite high, though. 

9. Renault Avantime 

Time has done little to blunt the 
oddness of this car, which looks like 
a coupe people carrier. However, 
volumes are low and it definitely has 
offbeat appeal. Still viable as a daily 
driver. 

10. Original Audi TT 

Many 1990s coupes and roadsters are 
currently well-priced. The Mercedes 
SLK is worth a look but, for our 
money, the original TT rules. Very 
well made, looks that are aging well 
and with prices as low as £2,000.

“She got the Guineas entry last 
week so we are probably going to 
Newbury for the seven-furlong 
Guineas trial, the Dubai Duty Free. 


“We are stepping up in trip and 
slightly going into the unknown. 
However, when she won the Group 
Three at Ayr on her last start of the 
season over six, she certainly wasn’t 
stopping at the line. 

“She made her own running 
and saw the six out very well, al¬ 
though she is by Kodiac out of a 
Namid mare, which would not 
necessarily suggest she is 
a horse that will stretch 
that much further than six. 

“For the owners, Saleh A1 
Homaizi and Imad A1 Sagar, 
they are in the game to be com¬ 
petitive in those championship 
races, so we have to give her the 
opportunity to compete in them 
and we think the best trial for 
that is the flat seven at Newbury, 
rather than the undulations at 
Newmarket (Nell Gwyn).” 

■ Marco Botti is looking forward 
to saddling Euro Charline in 
the Dubai Turf following her 
encouraging effort on her first 
run for 173 days. 


The Newmarket trainer was 
happy with her performance in 
finishing second to Very Special 
in the Group Two Balanchine at 
Meydan earlier this month.
